U: Why fliould we prohibit the Dutch and Italian Silks, when by reafon of their 
Dearnefs and the Ingenuity of our Engltjh Workmen, we have in a great meafure 
beat them out of that Trade leveral years paft, and both Dutch and Italians take off 
great quantities of our Woollen Manufactures ? 

III. Why ihould we lend 'jur Gold and Stiver to the EaH-lndtes, from whence it 
Will never return to pur .ii.ife their Manufactures (o be worn in England, when we 
have fo Noble a Manufacture of our own, which has of late years been ib greatly 
improved, and may yet be further improved, if due In j^uragement be given there- 
unto, and will very well anlWer all the uies of foiitt Stlks,£i.o ? 

IV. Why (hould we (end our Money to imploy the poor in India, when we have 
very great Numbers of Poor at home, who muit either Starve for w.int of Woik, be 
Relieved by Charity,or Remove to Forreign Parts to get their Livd hood ? 

V. Whether it the Eaji-India Company mould bo ledtd with a Stockof 2ocooco I. 
and no Reftrainc be hid upon them, it will not then bj in their power to bring in 
fuch viift quantities of Manufactured Goods, as will dettroy our own Manufactures 
when they pleafe ? 

VI. Whether the Englijis Wooll yielded fo good a Price, or, Rents fo well paid, or 
the Poor fo well Imployed ( (ome years pall ) when the generality of all Sorts and 
Degrees of Perfbns wore Eaft-fadia Manufactures, as they have lince the Eafi-lndm 
Goods, have been fcarce and dear? 

VII. Wl ether that Pofi'ion ofSir Jofiah Child (COe Soffit CJjanipIOtl f0| 
tfjC Cntt^JllBia CtaBe ) laid down in the Preface of his Ti eatile upon Trade , 
do not itrenuouQy plead tor the Bill ? 'viz,. That the Expcnce of Forreign Commodities, 
ejj-.ecial'y Forreign Manufactures, a the worft Expcnce a Nation can be inclinable to, anil 
ought to be prevented a* much as ppjftble. 

VIII. Why may not the Linncn Drapers fell our own Silks and other Manufa- 
ctures, as well as Eajl-hdta Silks, Bengalis, &c. and if they will not, whether their 
3ntere(t or Humour otight to be preferred before the Interefi of all thole valt Num- 
bers that have their whole Livelyhood and Dependance upon our Silk and WooUen 
Manufactures, or receive great Benefit thereby ? 

IX. Whether there is hot as much reafon for Eafi-Indta Manufactures to be 
prohibited to be worn in England, as there was to prohibit them in France, which 
was actually done about Eight years fince? 

X. What advantage is it to this Nation (if it were true as is afTerted,) that the 
Eafi-hdia Company lend out our Cloth, and fell it in Per*?a for wrought Silks? 
whereas formerly the Turkey Company ufed to fupply the Per/zsBAand have in return 
Raw Silk, and might do fo again, if the Trade were turned into its old Channel. 

XI. Whether the preventing India Manufactures to be worn in England, will not 
difappoint the ©CGt($ tEtlft'J'lDin Company,and prevent the running their Goods 
(which will be Cuftom-free) upon us, and thereby give a great Cheek to their 
growth and progrels ? and whether this may not be the great reafon that makesone 
whoSubfcribed a great Sum.andwasChofen a Committee-man of that Company, 
Ib z,ealouJly Sollicit againft the Bill. 

XII. Whether if the Eaft-hdia Trade be not Retrained before a Company be 
fetled by ACt of Parliament, and it fhould afterward be found neceffary to be done, 
it may not then be very difficult ( if not impoffible ) to obtain, confidering whac 
Methods have by the Eaft-Indta Company in former days be;n taken to fupport and 
defend their Intereft, againft all Oppofers.
